There are men of vari¬ 
ous views in the flanks of the party, 
from absolute free traders op to moder¬ 
ate protectionists. 'We venture to say 
there are free trader* in the Conserva¬ 
tive party even at this day. It was once 
almost entirely composed of free traders. 
With them protection was but a tempor¬ 
ary expedient, to be abolished as soon as 
the infant Industries had strengthened 
their loins by a period of “adequate pro¬ 
tection.

When only 
about 30 fe£t from McCourt’a Sterna 
dropped dead. 

A dispatch from F\>rty-Mile states that 
on September 1st a prospector named 
Isaac Simmons, from Dawson, was I 
drowned iu the canyon on the Forty-Mile 
river. Simmons and his two partners, 
Undaii aud F let char, were on their way 
to Moose cn-ek in a small boat, which 
was being hauled along the beach by 
Lamlnu snd Fletcher, while Simmons 
remained in the boat to steer. When 
rounding a point of rocks where the 
water was very rough and swift the 
boat suddenly enpsised and Simmon a dia- 
appearad In the boiling torrent. Hla 
body has not yet been recovered.

Fire Persona Killed and Ten Wounded Is 
Fight Between Soldiers and Htrlkers. 

Rome, Sept. 9.—Five persona were killed 
yesterday and ten were wounded In a con¬ 
flict be*ween troops and strikers at Can¬ 
dela, a small town In tho extreme southeast¬ 
ern part of Italy. 

Owing to a dispute with the land owners 
on a question of wages, 400 peasants atop- 
ped work yesterday. The strikers occupied 
all the roads In the district and prevented 
others from proceeding to their work. The 
gendarmes. In attempting to Intervene, 
•Were assailed with stones and sticks and a 
corporal waa severely wounded. Troops 
were then called out and were received with 
volleys of atones, which felled several of 
tha soldiers. A couple of tbe latter were 
disarmed by the riotocs, who walked off 
with their rifled and revolvers.
